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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


A very rapid snowmelt and heavy rains in the early spring caused 
extensive damage to our secondary roads. With emergency funds, both 
Federal and State, most of the damage was repaired during the spring 
and summer. The few remaining repairs will be completed in the 1988 
construction season. 

Over two miles of our tarred roads have been resurfaced and we are 
recommending a similar effort for the coming year. 

Computerization of the tax records presented a multitude of un- 
anticipated problems that consequently delayed a timely completion 
of the tax bills. With accurate tax records now available on the computer 
the process will be substantially simplified and expedited. 

The furnaces in both the Community Building and the Fire House 
have been upgraded with modern energy efficient burners. With the aid 
of volunteers the Fire House was remodeled to accomodate all the 
Town's emergency vehicles. Further work is needed to properly insulate 
the building. 

State inspection of the dump indicates a high degree of diligence 
and organization by the operators. With the exception of tire accumula- 
tion the Town dump provides an ideal example of an open dump in a 
clean and sightly manner. 

Increasing development pressure reflected in rapidly escalating 
prices for prime locations has the Planning Board diligently examining 
applications and recommending additional procedures to assure the 
community interests are protected.

We have examined the financial statements of the Town of Searsmont, 
as of and for the fiscal year ended February 1, 1987, as listed in the table 
of contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included such tests of 
the accounting records and such other accounting procedures as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 


The Town’s financial statements do not include the general fixed assets 
group of accounts, which should be included to conform with generally 
accepted accounting principles. The effect of this departure is that an 
_incomplete financial presentation results. The amount that should be 
recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 


The Town had adopted the net budget method for the general fund, 
which does not conform with generally accepted accounting principles. 
The net budget method of budgeting and accounting results in dedi- 
cated or earmarked funds being recorded in the general fund. Generally 
accepted accounting principles require that dedicated or earmarked 
revenues be budgeted and accounted for in special revenue funds and 
not in the general fund. The amounts that should be removed from the 
general fund and recorded in special revenue funds are not known. 


‘* In our opinion, except for the effects of not recording general fixed 
assets and not recording dedicated or earmarked revenues in special 
revenue funds as discussed in the preceding two paragraphs, the finan- 
cial statements referred to in the first paragraph present fairly the 
financial position of the Town of Searsmont at February 1, 1987, and 
the results of its operations for the fiscal year then ended, in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis con- 
sistent with that of the preceding year. 


The accompanying supplemental information is not necessary for a fair 
presentation of the financial statements, but it presented per statutory 
requirements and as additional analytical data. The information has 
been subjected to the tests and other auditing procedures applied in the 

~ examination of the financial statements mentioned above and, in our 
opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the financial 
statements taken as a whole.

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NOTES TO COMBINED FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
February 1, 1987 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
The accounting policies of the Town of Searsmont conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to govern- 
mental units. 


A. Basis of Presentation 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds or 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate ac- 
counting entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for 
with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise 
its assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenues and expenditures. 
The various funds are grouped by type in the financial state- 
ments. 


Governmental Funds 

General Fund — The general fund is the general operating fund 
of the Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that 
are not allocated by law or contractual agreement to another 
fund are accounted for in this fund. From the fund are paid 
the general operating expenditures, the fixed charges and the 
Capital improvement costs that are not paid through other 
funds. 


Special Revenue Fund — Special revenue funds are used to 
account for revenues derived from specific taxes or other ear- 
marked revenue sources, including federal revenue sharing 
funds. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds — Trust funds are used to account for assets held 
in trust by the Town for others. 


B. Basis of Accounting 


The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by the 
governmental funds. Under the modified accrual basis of ac- 
counting, revenues are recorded when received in cash except 
for property tax revenues which are recorded as deferred tax 
revenues unless collectible within sixty days following the year 
end. Expenditures, other than interest on long-term debt, are 
recorded when the liability is incurred.

C. General Fixed Assets 


The Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed assets. 
Expenditures for property and equipment are charged against 
departmental operations whenever such items are purchased. 


Property Tax 

The Town’s property tax for the current year was levied August 25, 
1986 on the assessed value listed as of April 1, 1986 for all real and 
personal property located in the Town. Taxes were due September 
1. 1986 with interest at 1% per month on taxes paid after Septem- 
ber 30, 1986. The townspeople also authorized a 2% discount onall 
property taxes received by the tax collector within 30 days from 
date of commitment. 


Deferred Tax Revenues 
The National Council on Governmental Accounting (N.C.G.A.) Inter- 


pretation No. 3 requires that property tax revenue be recognized to 
the extent it will be collected within sixty days following the year end. 


At February 1, 1987, deferred tax revenues amounted to 
$26,500.00 which reflected a decrease of $2,000.00 of the prior 
year’s balance. 


Deferred Credits 


Deferred credits represent items received during the current ac- 
counting period that are to be used as revenue in the subsequent 
year. These accounts were as follows at February 1, 1987:

5. General Fund Budget 
The Town operates on a net budget as compared with a gross bud- 
get. All revenues are not estimated but are credited to the particular 
operating account. Certain revenues are dedicated for particular 
purposes by vote of the townspeople at the annual town meeting or 
at special town meetings. 


At the annual town meeting, held in March of each year, the towns- 
people vote on various articles, on which amounts for appropria- 
tions have been recommended by the Board of Selectmen and/or 
the Budget Committee.

Special reserve accounts for various purposes amounted to 
$8,861.47 at February 1, 1987 and excluding $200.00, were in- 
vested in time deposits.

Trust funds of $46,353.01 for various purposes were held in trust 
by the Town. This amount, which represented a principal of 
$21,966.26 and unexpended income of $24,386.75, was invested 
in time deposits and securities.

General Fixed Assets 
We noted that the Town does not maintain a record of its gen- 
eral fixed assets and does not include a statement of general 
fixed assets in its financial statements. Generally accepted 
accounting principles require that the Town maintain a record 
of its general fixed assets. 


We recommend that the Town maintain a record of its general 
fixed assets. This record should be of a perpetual nature and 
include at actual cost or historical cost if actual cost is not 
available, all capital items, land and buildings. Deletions should 
be at actual or historical cost as a result of sale, trade-in or 
discard. In addition, a Town official should be designated to 
perform periodic inventory checks to ascertain that the items 
are accounted for properly and adequately safeguarded. 
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Net Budget Method of Budgeting and Accounting 


We noted that the Town has adopted the net budget method of 
budgeting and accounting, which results in dedicated or ear- 
marked funds being recorded in the general fund. Generally 
accepted accounting principles require that dedicated or ear- 
-marked funds be budgeted and accounted for in special rev- 
enue funds and not the general fund. 

We recommend that the Town consider adopting the gross 
method of budgeting and accounting under which dedicated or 
earmarked funds are recorded in special revenue funds and not 
the general fund.
